Elsenhower Is on leave from his 
job as president of Columbia uni­ 
versity. In hta new post, officials 
said, he undoubtedly will be called 
on to act as peacemaker between the 
Air force and Navy, which have fre­ 
quently clashed over the role each 
would play in aerial warfare. 
The White House announcement 
emphasized that the ««turn of the 
wartime general to active duty Is 
temporary and would be of "rela,- 
Uveiy short duration,” 
No Serious Crisis 
Also. In answer to a reporter's 
question, the White House spokes­ 
man said the move did not mean 
the

had 
worsened. 
Rather, the explanation seemed 
to be in two recent developments: 
a proposal by Defen# Secretary 
Forrests) that an over-all director 
be named, and the illness of Fleet 
Admiral William D. Leahy, who 
normally serves as the President's 
"principal military adviser." 
Forrest« 1 in his last annual re­ 
port proposed that a permanent 
chairman or director of the joint 
chiefs of staff be appointed. At pres­ 
ent each member has equal author­ 
ity. with no top director.
